2013 Slimmer Seminar 









ANA Summer Seminar 2013

From June 29th to July 5th I attended the American Numismatic Association Summer 
Seminar located In Colorado Springs. Colorado. I signed up for Grading United States 
Coins (part 1). The Instructors were AAicheal Faraone (PCGS), Kyle Knapp (PCGS), Ken 
Parks (Professional Numismatists), and John bannreuther (J.D.) 41 years experience, one 
of the 7 organizers of PCGS. 

Having this caliber of Instructors to learn from was an incredible experience. We would 
work from 9-11:30 then 1:00 to 4:30 grading some amazing coins every minute, and I re¬ 
ally mean every minute or less. You had to develop your grade then pass It on to the next 
student. 

Some of the main grading criteria were: 1. Eye Appeal 2. Strike/Luster 3. Contact 
Marks. Michael Faraone indicated that at PCGS each grader is expected to grade 1000 
coins during their shift, that's fasti 

Other things to do included the Amazing ANA Money Museum. The display, layouts and In¬ 
formation were Impeccable. The museum curator, Mr. Douglas Mudd, has done an incredi¬ 
ble job In the museum presentation. The upstairs was focused on “Money of the Civil War" 
along with the breath taking Harry W. Bass Jr. coin collection. Over $150 million In gold 
coin, the largest single gold coin exhibit in the world. Our class was able to get a personal 
tour of the Harry W. Bass Jr. exhibit from our Instructor J.D. who was good friends 
with Mr. Bass, J.D. personally apprised the collection at the museum and shared fond 
stories about many of the coins. J.D. said that Mr. Bass Jr.'s entire collection today is 
valued at half a billion dollars, having some of the best gold coin specimens in the world. 

In the lower gallery of the museum Is the exhibit titled "10,000 years of money innova¬ 
tions from around the world. See how your change has changed", and Along with a small 
mint - to make your own coin, with assistance from Ken Hopple (Carson City Mint Chief 
Coiner). 

The YN (Young Numismatist) Auction was a great experience with all proceeds of donated 
items going to the following years YN program. Yes I did buy a bar of soap in the shape 
of a buffalo nickel along with a Hobo Nickel created by Jay Deboer. 

The week was a great experience and a wonderful opportunity to meet some of the legends 
In numismatics such as Kenneth Bressett (long time editor of the Red Book and member of 
the numismatic Hall of Fame), Beth Delsher (editor of Coin World for 27 years), and ANA 
president Thomas Hallenbeck. All these legends and many others were very kind and gra¬ 
cious and made you feel like a long time friend. I would strongly encourage everyone young 
and older to try and attend next years ANA Summer Seminar program. It is an experi¬ 
ence that will change your life and build your understanding of numismatics.
